The motives of the 24-year-old Oswald, who pumped 
three shots at the young President from the sixth floor 


of a Dallas office building, are obscure. But they appear 
linked to a broken home, an indifferent mother and an 
unsatisfactory marriage. 


One consequence of the day of horror has been a 
tightening of presidential security procedures. But 
much more needs to be done to protect Lyndon B. John­ 
son and future occupants of the White House from po­ 
tential assassins. 


These are the conclusions of “The President’s Com­ 
mission on the Assassination of John F. Kennedy,” 
otherwise known as the Warren Commission. It was set 
up by Johnson immediately after the Nov. 22, 1963, 
tragedy to “evaluate all the facts and circumstances 
surrounding the assassination.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Major points in the 
Warren Commission’s report: 
Conclusions 
— Lee Harvey Oswald killed President John F. 
Kennedy and wounded Texas Gov. John B. Connal- 
ly in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. He also killed police­ 
man J. D. Tippit after the assassination. 
— Jack Ruby killed Oswald two days later. 
Neither Ruby, Oswald nor Tippit knew each other. 
Neither Oswald nor Ruby was part of any con­ 
spiracy, domestic or foreign, to assassinate Ken­ 
nedy. 
— Oswald’s exact motives cannot be deter­ 
mined. 
— The Secret Service’s ways of identifying and 
protecting against potential threats to a President 
were inadequate before the assassination. Its ad­ 
vance planning for the Dallas trip was deficient. 
— The FBI should have cooperated more closely 
with the secret service. 
Recommendations 
— A study of suggestions that all or parts of 
responsibility for presidential protection be shifted 
from the secret service to another department or 
agency. 
— Revision and modernization of secret serv­ 
ice operating orocedures, with more personnel and 
facilities. 
Complete overhaul of methods for advance de­ 
tection of potential threats against a President. 
Better protection of presidential motorcades, with 
emphasis on buildings along the route. 
— Congress should make assassination of a 
President or Vice President a Federal crime. 
— The State Department should watch closer 
American defectors who return from Communist 
countries.
